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Report of the Board of Selectmen 


The Board of Selectmen have worked on many issues over the past year. We 
would first like to thank the dedication of the town officials, employees and volunteers 
that have contributed to all that was accomplished during 1994. 


One of the most visible signs of accomplishment is the construction of the Salt 
Shed at the Town Highway Garage. Funding from the state for the Salt Shed had been 
sought for years and research by the Selectmen’s Office showed that the money for Salt 
Shed construction was being held back by the state. Approximately $5 million dollars in 
Transportation Bond money had been authorized by the legislature for the construction of 
salt sheds but had not been released by the administration. The Selectmen mounted a 
campaign to see that the money was released and asked for assistance from the other 65 
towns that were on the list to receive a salt shed funded from the state. Through the 
efforts of all these towns and our legislators Representative Steve Kulik and Senator Stan 
Rosenberg the money was released. Whately received $100,000 grant to construct the 
dome shaped salt shed you now see at the Town Garage. 


The Highway Department and the Selectmen’s Office worked diligently to ensure 
that the salt shed was constructed before the winter season. Our Highway Department did 
all the site preparation and the shed was completed in December. Its timely construction 
allowed for the storage of salt in the new shed. Using the shed for salt storage makes the 
sand and salt mixture that is spread on the roads easier to spread evenly because it is not 
frozen as it was with the outside pile. This results in less sand being used overall and a 
cost savings to the town. 


Other significant infrastructure improvements have been started in 1994. The 
town successfully received money through the Footprint Bridge Program to reconstruct 
six bridges in town, estimated to cost $2.5 million dollars. These six bridges - two on 
Conway Road, two on Westbrook Road, the Claverack Road Bridge and the North Street 
Bridge will all be reconstructed within the next two years. The Town will also be 
completing engineering for a reconstruction of a section of Christian Lane from Route 5 & 
10 east to the railroad tracks. This reconstruction will be funded with a grant through the 
Transportation Improvement Program Plan, which is part of the federal ISTEA legislation. 
We are working hard to tap into any and all programs that will fund needed infrastructure 
improvements. 


The FY95 budget season proved a challenge to all departments. With 
approximately $150,000 in 13 questions being put to the voters for an override, only three 
questions passed. The library, money for Frontier Regional and some equipment for the 
Elementary School passed, while the Highway Department lost one-third of its operating 
budget and the town was forced to lay off one worker. Also not funded by the voters was 
the upkeep of the cemeteries, money for the recreation commission for the maintenance of 
the Youth Center, money for Street Lights, the Town Report and money for the 
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Stabilization Fund. Without a budget for the Town Report, only a few copies were 
printed and made available for people to review and return. It has been a challenging 
budget year and the cuts that were made have been felt by all residents. 


The Board of Selectmen continue to carry out the day to day responsibilities of the 
town and will continue to act in the best interests of the town in all its deliberations. The 
Board generally meets the second and last Tuesday of each month at 8:00 P.M. at the 
Center School Offices and all invited to attend.

recommends that the amount of the difference, $46,730, be made contingent upon an 
override.

FRANKLIN COUNTY SELECTMEN'S ASSOCIATION 


At it's November 1993 meeting, the following officers were elected: Dennis Rindone, 
Selectman from Erving as President, Bruce Bennett, Selectman from Sunderland as Ist 
Vice- President, Jane Peirce Selectwoman from Orange, 2nd Vice-President, Michele 
Giaruso Selectwoman from Leyden as Secretary, Ed Billiel - Orange as Treasurer, Arlene 
Rodovich Selectwoman from Conway - Member at Large, Ann Banash Selectwoman from 
Gill - Member at Large, Betty Kirkwood Selectwoman from Deerfield - MMA 
representative, and Larry Carey Selectman from Warwick - MMA alternative. 


The successful monthly Legislative/Selectman forum that was started in 1993 and 
generally held on a Friday afternoon at the Greenfield Town Hall continued on through 
1994. This gives Franklin County Selectmen the opportunity to have a working dialogue 
with their legislators on a regular basis. 


Our winter meeting was held February 10, 1994 at Bill's Restaurant in Greenfield. Our 
guest speaker was Geoffrey Beckwith, Executive Director of the Massachusetts Municipal 
Association. Jeff spoke on the FY 1995 proposed Governors Budget. 


The Franklin County Selectmen's Association in conjunction with the Franklin County 
Commission formed a committee to testify before the Joint Committee on Transportation 
at the State House in Boston. We were successful in convincing the full legislature to 
increase Chapter 90 funding from 180 million dollars to 300 million over a two year 
period. Additional new language was also included as to how towns could spend those 
funds. 


The Franklin County Selectmen's Association co-sponsored a Franklin-Hampshire 
Municipal Conference with Congressman John Olver and Senator Stan Rosenberg. This 
event took place at Greenfield High School on Apmil 30, 1994. The round table 
discussions included economic development, local arts and financing, highways and 
bridges, and water quality. Special guest speaker was Senator Thomas Birmingham, Chair 
of Senate Ways and Means committee. 
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Our late spring meeting was held on June 2, 1994 at St. Kaziemerz Hall in Turners Falls. 
Our guest speaker was Secretary of Administration and Finance, Mark Robinson. This 
meeting allowed Selectmen to continue its working dialogue with the Weld Administration 
officials. Some of the subjects covered were diversion of lottery aid, gas tax, the 
governors budget, PILOT program, and other issues related to small towns. 


A special summer meeting was held on July 12, 1994 at the Elks Club in Orange. Our 
special guest was Lt. Governor Paul Cellucci. Receiving our fair share of local aid was 
the theme for this important meeting. It was another fine opportunity for the leadership in 
Franklin and Worcester County to make their needs known to the Weld Administration. A 
question and answer session was held after the Lt. Governors speech. The meeting was 
well attended by officials from the legislature and the county. 


The Selectmen's Association sponsored a tri-county selectmen workshop on September 
17. 1994 at Pioneer Valley Regional High School in Northfield. Franklin, Berkshire, and 
Hampshire counties were invited to this all day Saturday workshop. The subject areas 
chosen were Municipal Law, Education Reform 95, Available Grant money, and 
Americans with Disability Act (ADA) compliance. The association did a survey 
beforehand to see what topics were of the most interest to communities. 


The Franklin County Selectmen's Association Executive Board decided that farming issues 
should be a topic pursued in 1995. 


Our final meeting of 1994 took place on November 3 at Andiamo Restorante in 
Bernardston. Our special guest speaker was Secretary James Kerasiotes of the Executive 
Office of Transportation and Construction. Unfortunately Secretary Kerasiotes canceled at 
the last minute and Deputy Secretary Mike Swanson came in his place. Mr Swanson spoke 
mostly on the central artery tunnel project. The concern on this issue is that western Mass. 
towns would lose funding for its own projects with huge cost overruns on the tunnel. Mr. 
Swanson assured everyone that local projects if ready would be funded with non-federal 
aid from the bond bill. 


At the November 3rd meeting two sub committees were formed. One to look at our 
association bylaws and the other to make recommendations on what to do with old 
association records. Both committees will report back by the November 1995 meeting. A 
motion was also made to support the governor on the death penalty issue. After a lot of 
discussion and some confusion a vote was taken on an amendment to table the issue which 
resulted in a 16 to 16 tie. The president broke the tie by voting to support the amendment.

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CEMETERY COMMISSIONERS" REPORT 1993-1994 


Last July being forced to stop mowing and trimming cemeteries 
was a blow to us. We had tried to keep the three town-owned ceme- 
teries looking neat. There is need to trim brush around the edges, 
otherwise it moves in and takes over. 


When the town didn't pass the override it took away the needed 
funds to keep up the maintenance. There is not enough money in the 
investment fund to keep them mowed. Whately has not required people 
to put money into a fund for this purpose. The town has always 
raised enough money to add to the interest earned from investments 
to keep the grass mowed. In recent years we have insisted on per- 
petual care being paid to the town. In the past it was done volun- 
tarily. and only a small percentage of lots sold had this coverage. 


We have $32,125 in the perpetual care account, which is a 
Savings account administered by the town treasurer. We have beer 
using the interest to supplement the appropriation from the towr 
Over the years. 


We use no fertilizer on the grass and in a year with average 
rainfall it is necessary to mow twice a month. If we have a drought 
naturally the mowing is less. The grass is not of the best quality 
and is tough to cut, especially in the West Cemetery where an odd 
erass grows that when allowed to go uncut is almost a wild weed 
instead of grass. 


It was very thoughtful of Yankee Candle International to send 
its maintenance crew to mow down a summer's growth of tough grass. 
When the leaves were picked up last fall the cemeteries were left 
ready for next year. 


Townspeople contacted us expressing their dissatisfaction 
with the condition of the cemeteries. In each case we agreed 
that it was an embassassment to all who had a Whately connection. 


Ultimately, any financial support for cemetery maintenance 
rests in. the nands.of the voters. It is our/hope that the action 
of last year never be repeated.

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REPORT OF THE FOOTHILLS HEALTH DISTRICT AND THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


Having started in the position of Health Agent for the Foothills Health 
District in July of 1994, | spent much of the summer familiarizing myself 
with each of the four towns and their individual requirements. After 
discussion with the Boards of Health and other town officials, my weekly 
schedule has been changed to better use limited office space and resources.

This year has been marked by a number of regulatory changes in many 
areas of public and environmental health. The most significant for Whately 
is the revised Title 5 governing the construction and desian of septic 
systems, most of which becomes effective on March 31, 1995, The 
requlations have moved away from reliance on the perc test as the main 
design factor and toward a soils-based analysis. It also provides for 
inspection of septic systems when there is a transfer of title or change of 
use, The new code will result in more effective treatment,.but its 
enforcement requires more technical knowledge and more extensive 
record-keeping than the previous code, thereby placing an additional burden 
on the already overburdened part-time Boards. Other changes involve the 
Childhood Lead Poisonina Prevention Program and the passage of the 
so-called Betterment Bill, which allows towns to help homeowners fund 
underground fuel storage tank removal, lead paint abatement, and uparadina 
of failing septic systems. | will be working with the Board of Health to 
implement these programs in 1995. 

Cooperative efforts this year have revolved around the Franklin County 
Local Boards of Health Partnership and the Community Health Network Area 
(CHNA), established by the Massachusetts Department of Public Health. 
These alliances have proved to be valuable resources for technical 
assistance and regional coordination.

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REPORT OF THE 
FRANKLIN COUNTY SOLID WASTE MANAGEMENT DISTRICT 


January 25, 1995 
To the Residents of FCSWMD member municipalities: 


During the 1994-95 year the Solid Waste Management District produced a number of accomplish- 
ments aimed at waste reduction, long-term waste disposal, and consumer education. 


The District continues to work closely with the Town of Northfield and the proponent of a privately 
funded solid waste composting facility. The project is moving through the regulatory process and, 
while progress is slower than what we had hoped, there is still progress. Local opposition has been 
strong and focused. The District continues to see this project as being in the best interests of a// our 
member towns, and believes that it will be constructed and operated in a manner that will protect the 
environment and ambience of the neighborhood. 


Our education programs, under the direction of Lynn Rose, worked with area schools to start or 
expand recycling programs, train teachers, and provide educational materials. Our Resource Center 
provides local schools, businesses, and individuals with information, curricula, videos, and 
periodicals. We received a major federal grant to design and build a series of interactive displays 
about waste reduction and hazardous products. The displays will begin circulating throughout the 
District this Spring. Our education efforts are gaining attention throughout Massachusetts and New 
England. Our efforts have been enhanced by the work of interns from area colleges. The interns 
receive training and supervision, and allow us to accomplish more at no added cost to our towns. 


Using start-up funds provided by the state, we sold more than 520 backyard compost bins at a 
reduced price to Franklin County residents. We also put on a series of "how to” workshops for 
people interested in composting food and yard waste in their backyards. This popular bin 
distribution program will be repeated this coming summer and fall. 


Thanks to a new contract negotiated last year, all District towns will continue to enjoy free recycling 
privileges at the Springfield MRF. In Fiscal 1994, District towns recycled a combined total of over 
3,376 tons of paper, glass, metals, and plastic. This works out to about 105 pounds of recycled 
material for every resident of all our towns, and represents a combined savings of over $185,000 in 
disposal fees. Our plastics recycling program continues to grow: over 100 tons -- 5,872 cubic 

yards -- of plastic containers were returned to the manufacturing process in 1994. Our Administra- 
tor, Bob Rottenberg, was elected chair of the new MRF Advisory Board. This will ensure that our 
towns’ recycling concerns are well heard at the state level. 


Our third annual Household Hazardous Waste day collected 6,100 gallons of a variety of toxic 
substances from over 800 households in 19 participating towns. 52% of the participants used the 
collection for the first time, which indicates that many people are reducing or eliminating their 
purchase and use of these substances. This is good news for our local environment. 


Our District Committee, made up of volunteer representatives from all member towns, works hard 
to find environmentally and economically sound solutions to our solid waste management challenges. 
We continue to seek and receive grants that help extend the value of every municipal dollar voted to 
support the District’s efforts. We appreciate your continuing interest and support.

The number of housing starts within the Cooperative Inspector 
Program increased 3% from F.Y.’93, totaling 90 dwelling units. 
Leverett, Bernardston, Buckland, Conway, and Shutesbury were the 
most active towns, accounting for 56% of the housing starts and 43% 
of the overall building permits.

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SMITH CHARITIES — A BRIEF HISTORY 


The Famous Oliver Smith Will 

Historians claim that every man is a reflection of the times in which 
he lives. Occasionally, however, there is born a man who apparently 
comprehends the value of methods still untried, of theories yet un- 
proved. Such a man was Oliver Smith a shrewd and successful farmer 
from Hatfield, Massachusetts who died in 1845, leaving the most extra- 
ordinary will ever filed in a Massachusetts court. 

The provisions of the will established a $400,000 Trust, which has 
paid out over $7,000,000 to qualified recipients from nine communities. 
The beneficiaries, as amended, enumerated as young men and women 
apprenticed to a trade, widows with children, brides, and nurses. Fur- 
ther provisions of the will established Smith Vocational School in North- 
ampton and a $10,000 fund was set aside for the American Coloniza- 
tion Society to aid free slaves. 

The Great Trial 

In 1847, the heirs of Oliver Smith secured the services of the emi- 
nent Rufus Choate to contest the will at a Supreme Court trial held in 
Northampton. The Trustees of Smith Charities engaged the brilliant 
Daniel Webster, who successfully defended the provisions of the will. 
The Results of The Smith Charities 

It would be impossible to accurately measure the benefits which the 
towns and their residents have derived, directly or indirectly, from The 
Smith Charities since 1848. 

No one can appraise the value of an annual cash gift to a widow; 
rearing a family, or the 25,000 young women that started their marriage 
with The Smith Charities Bridal Gift. Only the young craft persons can 
know the real worth of the money which helps them establish a busi- 
nesss or buys them the tools of their trade. 

The will of Oliver Smith made another farsighted contribution i ina 
strongly worded passage that set forth a demand for religious, racial, 
and political tolerance in the bestowment of the benefits. Succeeding 
generations marvel at the foresight and keen perception of a man which 
is confirmed by the passing years.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


I am pleased to submit my second annual report of the Whately 
Elementary School. Since becoming Superintendent of the Frontier 
Regional and Union #38 School District in January 1993, I have had 
the pleasure of working with a fine group of dedicated School 
Committee members, administrators, faculty, staff and parents. 
Together we are making a difference; together we are insuring that 
children are provided with the best possible education. 


As I stated in my initial report last year, we continue to 
underscore the importance of what I call the 4C’s - Communication, 
Cooperation, Coordination and Collaboration. It seems to me that 
our effectiveness and ability to deliver quality services to 
children is really a function of how well we promote the 4C’s. 


The 1994-1995 school year has proven to be both exciting and 
rewarding. Mrs. Louise Law, previously Curriculum Coordinator for 
the Deerfield Elementary School, was retained as Director of 
Curriculum and Instruction for the Frontier Regional and Union #38 
School Districts. Under Mrs. Law’s capable leadership, important 
curriculum initiatives in mathematics, science and technology 
involving personnel at all grade levels continue to evolve. Her 
efforts have contributed in large measure to a renewed sense of 
purpose and focus for our teachers. More importantly, students 
throughout our system are being provided with better educational 
opportunities. 


The use of technology, particularly microcomputers, as a tool 
for stimulating student involvement and productivity has attracted 
significant attention this year. We were pleased to welcome aboard 
in September 1994, Dr. Diana Campbell as district-wide Coordinator 


of Computer Education. Dr. Campbell’s extensive teaching 
background and technology expertise has been enormously helpful in 
promoting technology at all grade levels. Her knowledge of 


emerging technologies coupled with a keen vision of the future has 
provided the system with a real sense of perspective. As a matter 
of fact, both she and Mrs. Janice Dore, Library Media Teacher at 
Frontier Regional School have teamed up to develop a five year 
technology plan for school committee consideration. 


Shortly after the beginning of this school year, Grover 
Gentry, Director of Special Services, accepted a position with the 
Southbridge Public Schools as Chapter 1 Director. He was succeeded 
by Dr. Karen Watts, who was previously in charge of Special 
Education in Winchendon Public Schools. Dr. Watts is a skilled 
clinician and capable administrator. Her leadership, too, has 
already contributed to an improvement in meeting the needs of our 
special education students.

Lastly, I want to mention the appointment of Christine Sweklo, 
former home economics teacher at Frontier Regional School, to the 
state-supported position of Coordinator of Health Education. 
Following enactment of the so-called cigarette tax statute the 
Commonwealth began disseminating funds to school districts so that 
they might expand health educated related subject matter. As an 
experienced teacher and health education certified professional, 
Mrs. Sweklo has been an active and visible catalyst for progress in 
this important area. 


As we look toward the latter part of this school year, much of 
our attention will focus on completing the preliminary 
architectural and engineering work associated with the Frontier 
Regional School Project for submission to the Department of 
Education in June 1995. The success of this venture, of course, is 
vital to the future of the educational program for secondary-age 
students. I am especially grateful to the citizens of each 
community for their support. In} paddi.tion sel eswould Like» to 
acknowledge the efforts of the Frontier Regional Building 
Committee, co-chaired by Mary Ramon and Bill Smith, for their 
selfless dedication and commitment to the task at hand. 


As I mentioned at the beginning of this report, the success of 
an organization is really a function of how well people work 
together. I think much of our progress as an educational 
institution is attributable to the outstanding commitment 
demonstrated by the Whately School Committee. The Committee’s 
reasoned and sensible approach to overseeing the affairs of the 
district is the mark of responsible policy-making. I should also 
like to thank the citizenry, in general, for their continuing 
interest and support. 


Finally, I would like to acknowledge the leadership of our 


able Principal, Donald Skroski, our caring staff and our students, 
who are a great source of pride for all of us.

Throughout the winter, spring and summer the 
assessors and clerk will be visiting all homes with new construction and many others 
as part of the cyclical remeasurements and inspections demanded by the State.

Still reeling from the sweeping 
changes brought about by education reform in Massachusetts, we slowly but surely plot the 
course for the future of the school and committee. The members of the school committee 
have worked hard at looking closely at the changing role of the school committee under the 
changes of the reform bill. By sending representatives to both the Massachusetts 
Association of School Committees and Superintendents Conference and the National 
Vocational Conference, the committee strives to keep up with the changing face of 
vocational education and committee responsibility. 

Summer of 1994, the long awaited "roof repair project" got underway. Building 
maintenance continues to be a target area in our budget as the building approaches it's 
twentieth year. It will seem nice to store those buckets away and our maintenance crew has 
already replaced many of those stained ceiling tiles, which had been ready proof of our 
need for the new roof, 

As always, we thank the voters of our member towns for their continued financial 
support of the Franklin County Technical School. Vocational -technical education is a 
valuable resource to our communities and the students who take advantage of it.

| am pleased to submit the annual report of the administration of the Franklin 
County Technical School. As submitted in previous reports, | will briefly outline 
those significant events that have transpired during the past year. 

Franklin County Technical School continues to strengthen its programs and 
course offerings so that our students, staff and communities will be able to meet 
the technological requirements for area businesses and industries well into the 
twenty-first century. In helping to meet this goal, the school has just been 
accredited by the New England Association of School and Colleges. This was the 
result of a lot of hard work over the past year and a half on the part of the faculty, 
staff students, parents, advisory boards, school councils, and administration. We 
are very proud at this accomplishment. 

The Educational Reform Bill is still making headway into new educational 
standards. In addition, the Federal School-to-Work requirements will require that 
we all work together in Franklin County to offer all students training and learning 
opportunities that will help them focus on future careers. We plan to be an active 
part of these new education programs. 

Franklin County Technical School continues to develop adult education 
programs that are open to all Franklin County residents and businesses. 

The student enrollment has increased again this year by about ten percent 
over the previous year. This trend will continue as the Franklin County population 
of high school age students increases and as the area regional schools eliminate 
the general tract of education.

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A successful career fair was held in March at which Franklin County eighth 
grade students were given an opportunity to explore careers in the fourteen 
vocational-technical areas offered at the school. In addition, a well attended 
evening session was held for all the parents of these students, as well as for other 
prospective students. 

Articulation agreements continue to exist with Greenfield, Holyoke, and 
Springfield Technical Community Colleges. These agreements allow our students 
to receive college credit based on their competence in several technical programs. 

Franklin County Technical School has entered its fourth year as a member of 
the Tech. Prep West Consortium with the same community colleges. This 
innovative program encourages our students to enroll in advanced math, science, 
and communication courses at F.C.T.S. for which the students receive college 
credit, automatic acceptance into the community college and an opportunity to 
transfer into an advanced degree program at the University of Massachusetts. 

As in past years, a large number of community service projects were 
completed by our school shop production projects. The annual house building 
project continues to be our major project and this year is being built in Conway. In 
addition, a large number of district towns benefited from the skills of our students. 
F.C.T.S. students made a handicapped accessible building for 4-H Camp Howe; 
visited area Senior Centers and gave manicures to nursing home residents; helped 
to renovate a public access T.V. studio; made plans for the Mary Lyons Educational 
Office Renovation Project (to be completed this coming year); and many other 
worthwhile community services. 

The school has a new retail store that is student run and open to the public. 
Individual items made by students are on sale, such as cutting boards and wall 
mirrors. 

F.C.T.S. continues to receive a large and varied number of federal grants to 
help with programs and services to students. The school received in excess of 
$230,000 in direct grants to assist us in developing a number of technical and 
special education programs. A number of our area businesses and industrial firms 
also donated valuable materials, equipment, and services to our school. 

The sports programs are expanding and our new football program is doing 
very well. 

We were proud to award diplomas and trade certificates to the following 
sixty three seniors in the class of 1994.
